(To the Editor of the *Cmwa Marr.) 

* Siz,—On tho anniversary. of Nelson's 
great victory, which rendered possible tho 
extension ‘of the Britiah Empire to its 
present world wide limita, the thoughts of 
all subjects of the King must turn to tho 
Nay, on which the’ Aafety and welfare of 
His Majesty's ‘ominions now more than 
ever depend. 

2 To-day, in » apecial sense, it behoves 
every thoughtful and loyal Briton to con 
sider whether our maritime atrangth is 
equal to the duties it must be able to 
diechargo—the ssfeguarding of our sea 
communications, of our. shores at home und 
abroad, and the protection of our supply of 
food and raw material. 

3, The Nayy League is a strictly non- 
party organiastion, The members of its 
Executive Committee bold diverse political 
convictions, but in the twelve yeata of tho 
League’s existence they have worked 
togetber in hatmony, witt: the sole object 
of fizing attention upon the elicieney and 
sufliciency of the Navy. National asfery is 
of paramount importance wliketo all parties 
in the State and to every citizen of the 
Empire. : 

4, Naval polioy must be consistent and 
continuvgs if efficienty is to bemaintatned. 

5. In November last year 8 docutnent 
entitled “A Statement of Admiralty 
Policy," commonly known as “the Lawdor 
Memorandum,” summatising the principles 
intended to guide naval policy, was issued 
by tho Admiralty. It stated: 

-*At the present timo strategic re- 
quirements necessitate the oxtpat of 
four large armoured shipeannuilly ; and, 
‘gnlésa anforeneen contingencies ariae, 
thia numbor will not be exceed.” 

But, as showing that thia was only con. 
sidered aa the minimum programme, there 
followed the words, 

“and while they anticipate at present 
that the outpat of four large urmoured 
ships’ a year should suffice to meet our 
requirements, thore will be to difficulty 
whatever in increasing this output to 
whatever extent may be necesuary in| 
consequence of any increase of naval 
power abroad.” 

6. In the House of Commorson July 27 
last, Mr Roberteon, 'etliamentary Secre- 
tary tothe Admirslty, anneunced the- in- 
tention fo dupsrt from the above program- 
me and to lay down only threo armoured 
veasols in the current year, ¢ 

7. The question thus arises, How is it 
poabible that the same advisors who last 
November considered the output of eight 
armoured veasels for tho two yeaa“ neces: 
sary, have now acqdicsced in an output of 
five only, when foreign, naval Powers are 
showing an increased activity and our own 
Navy is weakened by the lora of the 
“Mantagu?” Thaanswer wasgiron by Lord 
Tadedmouth in, the House of Lords on 
July 30 last, when, explaining ihe acqaies- 
cence by the Nava} Lorde in thereduction, 
he stated : “** Undoubtedly { brought for- 
ward the desirability of mating reductions, 
All the circumstances were surveyed, and 
all came to the couclusion announced.” 

6, 2t is noteworthy that in this state- 
‘ment no reference ‘was. made by ‘Lord
